The state-wide food stamp hotline, sponsored by the 
Indiana Nutrition Campaign, has received over 650 
calls in its first \V z days of operation, according to 
Jan Hill, Campaign Coordinator. 
The response, evidently, has been tremendous and 
far greater than anyone had predicted. Most of the 
calls are serious, not pranksters, and deal with the 
problems of Senior Citizens and fam ilies struggling to 
meet the rising costs on limited incomes. 
In fact, the office has been so busy, they urgently 
need additional volunteers to help answer calls. The 
phones start ringing when the present volunteers 
walk in in the morning, and keep ringing until they 
close the door in the evening. 
The hotline provides a confidential pre-screening 
service to determine whether callers m ay qualify for 
food stamp benefits. It also provides information 
about the application process, so that persons who 
wish to apply are prepared with the necessary 
documents. The volunteer campaign is aimed at 
helping the food stamp office staff serve the ap­ 
plicants more quickly. 
The hotline is part of a comprehensive, state-wide 
effort to help eligible persons obtain their food stamp 
benefits. The Indiana Nutrition Campaign estim ates 
that over 500,000 Hoosiers who qualify for food stamps 
are not yet receiving them, representing a loss of $152 
million a year in federal food stamp dollars to these 
households and the state’s economy. 
A special focus campaign has begun on Senior 
Citizens on sm all, fixed incomes whoe lack of in­ 
formation about the program may keep them from 
claiming their benefits. 
There has been much attention placed on the food 
stamp program in the past few months, and many 
beaureaucrats have brought attention to the falacies 
of the program in this election year. 
There are problems in the program, as many 
people have collected food stamps who are not 
eligible for the program. It has brought the program 
to its knees, so to speak, and nothing was being done 
about it. 
This program, however, seem s to be a step in the 
right direction. It not only helps those who really 
should benefit from the program, but it also serves as 
a screening agent to prevent those who are ineligible 
from getting benefits. Such a program has been 
needed for a long time. The program is also a com ­ 
plete volunteer effort, so it is not costing the tax­ 
payers extra,

colleagues find that a blood test 
can detect prostatic cancers in 


the early stages and in 80 per 
cent of advanced cases. Only 
one-tenth of a drop of blood is 
used to detect the enzyme, 
phosphohydrolaae. 
When this enzyme is found in 
the blood, a biopsy of the 
prostate gland is taken to 
confirm the diagnosis. This is a 
significant contribution to the 
treatment and cure of cancer of 
the prostate.

The repair and regeneration 
of nerves has been a goal sought 
by scientists for many years.

Supporting X-Rays

NEW YORK (UPI) — The president of the 
American Cancer Society today reaffirmed 
the group's position on mammography — 
diagnostic

Dr Benjamin F. Byrd Jr. said the society 
will strongly support mammography for 
women of all ages, who should have it. 
despite some scientific 
opinion 
to 
the 
contrary. 
Byrd, reporting to the society’s house of 
delegates at the annual meeting in New 
York, said: 
‘‘Some 
scientists 
think 
radiation 
is 
dangerous even in the tiny amounts used to 
examine the breasts by X ray. 
“This is an opinion, it is not an established 
fact.” 
Mammography is used at the 27 free 
breast cancer d e t e c t i o n demonstration 
projects for 275,000 women nationwide — 
half of them from 35 to 50 and the rest over 
50. 
The program, launched in 1972 and ending 
in 1980, is cosponsored by the National 
Cancer Institute and the Cancer Society. 
The institute will pay $46.5 million of the bill 
and the society $8.16 million 
Byrd said 1,000 breast cancers have been 
discovered — three times as many as would 
normally be expected to occur in such a 
population. 
Among women in the projects treated for 
newfound breast cancer, there have been no 
deaths. Byrd said 106 of the 332 cancers 
detected in women between 35 and 50, were 
spotted with mammography alone. 
These are very early cancers that can’t be 
felt by hand as they have not yet developed 
to the lump stage. 
The clinical professor of surgery from 
Nashville's Vanderbilt University said the 
controversy 
over 
the 
s a f e t y 
of 
mammograms for women under 50 can 
never be settled with a scientific answer. 


Some scientists fear that exposing women 
without 
symptoms 
to 
the 
radiation 
in 
mammography eventually may cause more 
cancers than it finds — taking more lives 
than it saves.

after 
considering reports showing there may be 
some 
scientific 
basis 
for 
l i m i t i n g 
mammography in women under 50, on Aug. 
23 
issued 
interim 
g u i d e l i n e s 
on 
mammography. 
The American Cancer Society, co sponsor 
of the breast cancer detection project, 
joined in the statement. 
The guidelines call for mammography: 
— For women of any age in which there is 
a suspected breast cancer. 
— For women who, in consultation with 
their 
physician, 
feel 
mammography 
is 
indicated. These might be women with a 
family history of breast cancer, prior breast 
cancer, or a reproductive history showing 
high risk for breast cancer. 
Byrd said for women not in a high risk 
group and under 50, mammography may not 
he required annually. 
He stressed that its a m atter between the 
patient and her physician. 
Byrd also called for: 
— A federal law placing a ceiling on the 
tar and nicotine content of all cigarettes. 
— Support for the Toxic Substances Act 
passed by Congress and signed into law by 
President Ford a few days ago. 
— Development of a nationwide voluntary 
blood program for cancer patients. The 
Colorado division of the society has set up 
such a program for cancer victims. 
The proposal for a ceiling on tar and 
nicotine in cigarettes is based on a recent 
finding. 
Persons who smoke low tar and low 
nicotine cigarettes had fewer deaths from 
lung cancer and heart disease. Non-smokers, 
of course, had far fewer deaths than either 
group

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the heart of 
the new 
town of Columbia, 
Md., 
this 
Saturday a plaque will he dedicated to 
commemorate a brick silo built in 1876 by 
Francis Morris, considered the father of 
preserving feed for livestock in the United 
States. 
The dedication is part of the Bicentennial 
effort 
by 
the 
American 
Society 
o f 
Agricultural Engineers to recognize historic 
landmarks of agricultural engineering in the 
United States 
Morris, 
according 
to 
the 
Cooperative 
Extension Service of the University of 
Maryland, may not have been the first 
American 
farm er to build a silo, but 
agricultural historians regard him as the 
first person to publicly espouse the feed 
utilization system 
An Illinois farmer is reputed as having 
predated Morris by three years in building a 
silo. 
Morris picked up the idea from a French 
newspaper in 1876, and later wrote his son, 
who was studying in France, for additional 
information on the process of ensiling corn 
fodder and legumes for livestock feed, 
But his fame was not limited to building 
the silo. 
Dr Andrew M Cowan, a scientist for the 


U.S. Agriculture Department at its Bellville, 
Md., research facility, noted Morris was 
famous also as a breeder of Thoroughbred 
racehorses and Shorthorn cattle. 
Morris’s portrait hangs in the National 
Museum of Racing at Saratoga, N Y., shown 
with his famous filly, Ruthless, who was 
foaled in 1864 at Morris’ horse farm near 
Throgs Neck, N Y. 
Ruthless was the winner of the first 
Belmont Stakes race in 1867. 
The site of Morris' Oakland Manor farm 
in Maryland, between Washington, D C., and 
and Baltimore, was known by a variety of - 
names through the 18th and 19th centuries, 
and had as its center a residence that still 
stands on a hill overlooking three artificial 
lakes in the new town 
The manor house is now vacant, but it 
contains many ornate pieces. 
The property has been divided up for 
several modern housing developments of 
townhouses and condominiums, and the Rick 
Neck branch of the Little Patuxent River, 
which flowed passed the barn, now forms 
the inlet for one of the artificial lakes. 
Just over three miles to the northeast 
stands another upperincome h o u s i n g 
development,
